She 
graduated  in  Modern  Languages  from 
the  University  of  Toronto  in  1939,  and 
then  did  graduate  work  in  France. 

During  the  War  she  was  a member  of

world  university  service 

“There  is  none  so  poor  that  he  has  nothing  to  give,  and  none  so  rich  he 
has  nothing  to  receive.” 

With  this  as  its  guiding  principle,  World  University  Service  gathers 
together  faculty  and  students  of  44  countries  in  a unique  exchange  of 
material  and  non-material  goods.  Canada,  for  example,  is  a donor  in 
fields  like  medical  supplies  and  textbooks,  but  very  much  a recipient  of 
knowledge  gained  through  international  seminars  and  study  tours. 

Conceived  in  1920  as  a student  relief  group  helping  war-torn  universities 
of  Europe,  after  meeting  immediate  needs  the  organization  developed  as  a 
channel  for  mutual  aid  and  the  exchange  of  ideas.  In  1950,  it  changed 
its  name  from  International  Student  Service  ( I.S.S. ) to  stress  the  equal 
participation  of  faculty,  graduates  and  undergraduates.  The  body’s 
international  general  assembly,  held  last  summer  in  Nigeria  and  the  year 
before  in  Canada,  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  bringing  together  professors 
and  students  to  consider  problems  affecting  universities  throughout 
the  world. 

W.U.S.  concentrates  on  comparatively  neglected  areas  of  needs,  and  on 
developing  new  methods  of  dealing  with  problems  of  university  and  student 
welfare.  But  it  is  no  charity  organization;  the  cardinal  emphasis  is  on 
partnership  and  self-help.  W.U.S.  may  supply  mimeograph  machines  to 
centres  in  Southeast  Asia  where  textbooks  are  scarce  and  costly,  but 
it  is  the  students  themselves  who  run  the  machines  in  publishing  and 
printing  shops.  One  such  machine  in  six  months  printed  4,000  sets  of 
lecture  notes  in  three  languages  for  five  universities. 

The  W.U.S.  international  organization  in  the  past  couple  of  years  has 
opened  tuberculosis  sanatoria  in  Japan  and  Korea,  sent  X-ray  equipment  to 
centres  in  India,  Indonesia  and  Egypt,  and  provided  medical  supplies  and 
equipment  to  student  health  centres  in  several  countries  including 
Greece,  Jugoslavia,  Vietnam,  Pakistan  and  India.  It  has  given  scholarship 
assistance  to  African  medical  students  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  and 
aided  refugee  students  in  Hong  Kong.  More  than  6,000  Hungarian  refugee 
students  were  provided  with  scholarships  and  resettlement  opportunities 
through  W.U.S. 


W.U.S.  also  has  aided  student  housing  projects  in  Nepal,  Greece  and 
several  eastern  countries.  In  Indonesia,  where  student  enrolment  jumped 
from  400  to  25,000  in  the  first  12  years  after  the  war,  it  has  established 
prefabricated  huts,  co-operative  canteens  and  food  scholarships. 

Canadian  W.U.S.  contributes  to  these  projects.  It  also  has  some  of  its  own, 
including  a scholarship  plan  which  brings  about  15  students  from  abroad 
to  Canadian  universities  each  year  and  sends  about  eight  Canadians 
overseas.  Canadian  W.U.S.  also  sponsors  an  international  seminar  and 
study  tour  each  summer,  through  which  Canadian  students  from  every 
participating  campus  visit  a foreign  country  to  study  and  discuss  specific 
problems  with  colleagues  from  the  host  and  other  areas.  Last  summer, 

37  Canadians— among  them  two  men  and  one  woman  from  Toronto- 
spent  six  weeks  in  the  West  Indies  at  a seminar  on  the  university  campus 
in  Jamaica  and  in  study  tours  to  neighbouring  islands.  Their  theme: 
problems  posed  by  self-government  in  the  new  Federation  of  the 
West  Indies.  Other  seminars  have  been  held  in  France,  Germany,  India, 
Japan  and  Ghana;  next  year’s  will  be  in  Israel. 

Canada  Council  scholars  arriving  here  are  welcomed  by  W.U.S.,  helped 
to  find  housing  and  introduced  to  the  campus.  The  organization  did  the 
same  last  month  for  a student  group  from  the  United  Arab  Republic. 

Staff  members  participate  in  all  these  functions,  helping  to  select  and 
accompanying  seminar  participants,  helping  scholarship  committees 
and  recipients,  working  to  raise  funds  as  members  of  the  national 
committee.  Many  more  contribute  to  W.U.S.  through  the  annual  SHARE 
campaign  or  by  buying  foreign  handicrafts  when  the  Treasure  Van 
visits  the  campus. 

W.U.S.  national  headquarters  is  at  22  Willcocks  Street.  Its  new  general 
secretary,  replacing  Lewis  Perinbam  who  recently  accepted  a post  with 
the  Canadian  National  Commission  for  U.N.E.S.C.O.,  is  Douglas  Mayer. 
A graduate  in  physics  of  Leeds  University,  Mr.  Mayer  has  been  general 
secretary  of  the  British  National  Union  of  Students  and  of  British  W.U.S. 

In  1955  he  inaugurated  a government  counselling  and  placement  service 
for  Cypriot  students  in  Britain,  later  assumed  responsibility  for  planning 
and  co-ordinating  the  development  of  advanced  technological  education  in 
southeast  England.  His  appointment  begins  Jan.  I.
